“Mistress and maid are alike in cheir 
common sorrow. and anxiety jn the Krunce 
of to-day, and they do not differ very 
greatly im tho way they face their prob- 
lems, for love and death are great social 
leveliors, Tho scrvants ‘show the sate 
courage, the same patrictism ag the ‘mis- 
tress,.and the custom of enploying  mar- 
ried: couples in French. households bas 
brought the women of ‘the houschold very; 
close together in their present  triats. 
In some. cases the women are new doing 
their husbands’ work, for. parluurmaids |. 
are necessarily the rule now that 
ealeta de chambre. are fighting, “and 
cordoas-ideus are: replacing the chefs; 
only a few venerable butlers remain. and 
it is the young strong women who have’ 
to.do the hurd work uf the house. just 
now, ps 
The powdered lackeys of the, alnte-cham.
